IN DEBT TANGLE, THINKS HARDING

Washington—President Harding has 


challenged the advocates of American 
membership in tho league of Nations 
to prove that America or the world in 
general would have been any better 
off today In the matter of collecting 
reparations from Germany 
if 
the 


United States had joined the league. 


For many months since the Euro- 


jean crisis has been developing there 
lave been statements in the press and 
by letter on the part of Republicans 
and Democrats of the pro-league way' 
of thinking that the deadlock over re- 
parations could have been averted had 
America been a full fledged particl- 
>ant instead of a casual observer In 
u'ropean affairs. 
NEED UNANIMOUS CONSENT 
The president without desiring to 


open the old controversy has good na- 
uredly called the attention of these 
critics to the fact that, under the cov- 


enant of the league, unanimous action 
is required for every important step 
taken by the council. How, asks Mr. 
Harding in effpct, would France have 
been persuaded to give her consent 
to a revision of the Versailles treaty 
provisions about reparations or any of 
the other claims which she feels aro 
absolutely just. Would the pleas of 
the Allied powers in the meetings of 
the council of the league develop any 
more effective than the urgings of di- 
plomacy which, has been gone for so 
many months? 


Plainly Mr. Harding doesn't think 


tho council of the league even with 
America actively participating would 
have done any more good than the in- 
formal petitions of Secretary Hughes, 
through diplomatic channels of Lord 
Curzon, the Blrtish foreign secretary, 
through his spokesmen. The French 
have shown such a tendency that Mr. 
Harding doesn't think they would have 
yielded to the league or any other 


body. 
In fact, the conception which 


tho president an<J secretary Hughes 
have of their functions and power is 
one of limited ^jurisdiction. 
They do 


not think one soverign nation can 
make any other soverign nation do 
anything which the latter doesn't want 
to do. 
At first this was considered 


to be the main fault of the covenant 
of the league. It was called a "sup- 
er government" on the theory that 
every nation surrendered its soverlgn- 
ity to the council of the league which 
became the supreme government and 
could make 
nations take up arms 


against their own will. 
The defend- 


ers of the covenant said this was 
erroneous and insisted that unanim- 
ous action was required to make the 
council's work effective. 


LEAGUE OP MORAL VALUE 
Friends of the League of Nations 


covenant declared that the greatest 
value of the league was In the exer- 
cise of moral influence rather than i 


physical force. 
They contend today 


that if America had joined three years 
ago, a spirit of conciliation and medi- 
ation would have 
been 
brought to 


European controversies which would 
have prevented 
them 
from 
being 


brought to a head as they have been 
in recent weeks but their strongest 
point is that Cermany would never 
have dared to resist France if the ac- 
tion of the league council had been un- 
animous and if Germany were facing 
the united opinion of the whole world. 


The truth is the League of Nations 


is today in existence and Is not in- 
terfering In the dispute over the Ruhr. 
Mr. Harding' told callers in the last 
twenty-four hours that the league still 
has the power to undertake .the set- 
tlement of the reparations controversy 
but evidently is not doing It. If the 
league can't do it, what, gootf would 
a world political or economic confer- 
ence do such as Senator Borah is pro- 
posing? That's the president's query.

BELGRADE—The government 


newspaper Tribuna says Mon- 
day that Foreign Minister Tchit- 
cherin of Russia and Ismet 
Pasha have made a secret 
agreement at 
Lausanne by 


which Russia and Turkey will 
give each other military 
sup- 


port in the Near East in case 
hostilities are resumed. 
The 


agreement which is said to have 
been accepted by both the So- 
viet and Turkish governments 
stipulates that Russia will send 
several divisions into Mesopo- 
tamia should the British and 
Turks take up arms. 


The newspaper also asserts that un- 


der the terms of a special arrange- 
ment made at Lausanne between Rus- 
sia and Bulgaria. Russian troops may 
be sent intn western Thrace across 
Bulgarian territory. 


Turkey agrees not to conclude any 


agreement at T-ausanne without tho 
previous consent of Russia, the Tri- 
buna adds.

NEW CRISIS DEVELOPS 


The "situations" that have hounded 


the Near East conference since soon 
after its convocation more than two 
months ago still pursue it as the time 
draws near for officially presenting 
the Allied treaty to tho Turks. 


A new crisis arose ovor the waek- 


end through the insistence of Ismet 
Pasha and Riza Nur Boy that 
the 


success or failure of the conferenco 
depended on whether the Allies would 
recognize the complete sovereignty of 
Turkey, abolishing the capitulations 
and agreeing upon an equitable dis- 
tribution of the Ottoman debt. 


The weekend saw the Armenian ac- 


ceptance of Russia's offer of asylum. 
The proposal of the Moscow govern- 
ment contemplates giving some 250.- 
000 Armenians homes in the Don and 
Ruban valleys of southwestern Rus- 
sia. In return the Armenians must 
become Russian subjects and must 
provide 
their own 
transportation.

hold in the country's financial center. 


Thus organized labor may be said lo 


enter Wall street on equal terms with or- 
ganized capital. Mr. Stone will sit at the. 
same table with Charles M. Schwab and 


;T. Coleman du P^ont. in directing financial 
policies of mutual concern. 
This is un- 


questionably a good way for labor to' com- 


:,*mand the respect of capital. 
But there is 


nothing belligerent in it—no violence, no 
; deniogajry. 
It 5s a simple, quiet, sane 


..process by which workmen sSivc and de- 


posit their money and use it collectively 
as capitalists do. 
Thereby they them- 


selves become capitalists. 


That, in turn, should promote better 


understanding and better relations be- 
tween the two groups. The rapidity with 
Vhii-h other labor organizations are fol- 
lowing the railroad men's example is one 
of the promising signs of the industrial 
world today. 


THE VALUE OP PARKS 


Some suggestive facts are brought out 


in a review of Denver real estate. When 
the city in 1887 paid $50.000 for 320 
acres of land for a public park, there was 
much opposition on the ground that the 
land was "too far out" and not worth 
the money. 
Today that park is worth 


millions, and the pride of the city. 
It 


has added millions, too. to the value of 
adjoining property, and the price paid has 
come back mauyfold in the form of taxes 
on the increased valuations. 


When John Brisbcn Walker, in 1910, 


proposed his idea of mountain 
parks 


owned by Denver, with good roads lead- 
ing to them, be was laughed at. 
Few 


people believed, as he did, that such 
parks would more than pay for them- 
selves, and that good roads would lead to 
the filling of the neighboring mountains 
with summer homes and hotels. Events 
have proved him right. 
Those parks, 


now being rapidly extended, are the pride 
of the state as well as the state's capital, 
«indvthe mountains are full of automobile 
tourists and line buildings. 


It is so almost invariably. It may be 


safely said that 110 growing city ever re- 
grets the investment of money in parks, 
and that the parks themselves promote 
the city growth. 
Plans that look ambi- 


tious at first eventually look small, and 
every lust opportunity to acquire park 
and boulevard property for the com- 
munitv is resreted later. 


A DEPARTMENT OF IMPORTANCE 


Herbert Hoover, offered the position of 


Secretary of the Interior, prefers to re- 
main at the head of the Department of 
Commerce. 
It was pointed out to Mr. 


Hoover that the Department of Interior 
ranks above that of Commerce, in sev- 
erity, and consequently he would enjoy a 
little added prestige as its head, 
in re- 


fusing the honor Mr. Hoover explained 
that when he took the Department of 
Commerce he announced his intention of 
making it. as he felt it should be. the 
equal of any in the cabinet. 
This work 


is progressing but not completed, and 
so he prefers to go on with it. 


It is difficult to believe that any branch 


of government service can be more im- 
portant to the nation's welfare Hian that 
of commerce. 
The only wonder is that 


this has not been realked more fully here- 
tofore. 
Mr. Hoover's effort to make a 


comparatively neglected department more 
adequate to the nation's needs, regardless 
of personal prestige, is a fine example of 
patriotic service. It is also a good example 
of interest in one s ;joh. 
There is too 


much of a tendency in America to jump 
from one job to another before the first 
is 
finished.

CAMPHOR 


Camphorated oil (camphor liniment) is made by 


dissolving about an ounce of camphor gum coarsely 
powdered in about four ounces of cotton seed oil. 
sweet almond oil or olivo oil. 
Tho oil should be 


kept quite warm, the bottle tightly stoppered with ;i 
rubber cork lest the camphor volatilize. This cam- 
phor liniment is an excellent application for the 
chest, neck and bridge of the nose in acute coryza. 
It should bo the choice for young children in any 
case whore mother or nurse feels tempted to re- 
sort to such rash remedies as mustard or turpen- 
tine or other external medicaments whi6h way burn 
or blister. 
Camphorated oil may be rubbed over 


the chest twice a day for a few days it necessary. 


Camphorated oil relieves the itching: produced by 


certain plants, and some cases of simple pruritis 
(itching without apparent lesions of the skin.) 


Some persons experience much relief by inhaling 


camphor when suffering with acute coryza (wrongly 
called "cold" in the head), and for this purpose it 
is best to smell a bit of camphor gum held in the 
hand. This is also a familiar old remedy for neurotic 
headache—the kind of headache one developos when 
some trial or ordeal is to he evaded. 


Taken internally, calhphor gives a sensation of 


warmth in the stomach, stimulates the circulation 
mildly and acts as a mild sedative on the nervous 
jystem producing a feeling of contentment. A grain 
or two of gum camphor, or five to 10 drops of spir- 
its of camphor may be taken internally for palpi- 
tation, hiccough, intestinal flatulence (gas discom- 
fort) or neurotic fainting—the kind of fainting hero- 
ines did in old time novels.,'timely and effective, you 
know. 


By thoroughly shaking up about three ounces of 


camphor liniment (camphorated oil) with one ounce 
of aromatic spirits of ammonia, one may prepare 
an excellent liniment with which to fub lame 
muscles and lame joints. 


The gentle rubbing- of the forehead with spirits of 


camphor, or better camphor dissolved in cologne 
water relieves various kinds of neuralgia and head- 
ache.

Meat For Baby 


Are animal products necessary for a balanced diet?

Answer—Yes, I think flesh, fish, eggs, butter and 


milk are necessary for a properly balanced diet. 
Butter does not take the place of meat, but milk 
or eggs may do so. Protein is the albuminous ele- 
ment or substance, in all living cells, animal and 
vegetable, nitrogen being an important constituent 
of protein. Besides protein and fat, we obtain from 
meat certain non-nutritious substances called "ex- 
tractives" which give the flavor, stimulate the ap- 
petite and probably aid digestion. Considerable nu- 
triment and very desirable flavoring or npetizing 
material is derived from bones cooked with soup 
or meat. 
Do not let the butcher keep the bones— 


they are worth cooking. I believe one of the num- 
erous bureaus at Washington publishes a free pam- 
phlet on the,care and feeding of babies but which 
bureau I do "not 
know—there are a dozen or more 


which issue health matter.
